Waarever hor gracious Majaaty may have 
thought, says The World, military experta 
who eaw the Queen’s-toview at Aldershot 
looked very grave at the hollowness of the 
parade. Tho Dake of Connangh’s division, 
which is supposed to comprise the pick of 
the First Army Corps, and to be in every 
respect ready to take the field, was little 
better than a collection of callow youths, 
unfit to go ou foreign service, or even to 
bear arms. Of the ten thougand men 
present, not half could go abrond to-morrow 
If their servicea ware requited, Dattalion 
after battalion marched past, cach of lower 
physiquo than its predecessor. The quick- 
step of ‘Tho Lincolnshire Poacher,’ which 
of, old times heralded the approach at 
stalwatt soldiers wha could do businces 
‘on # atarry night in tho soason of the 

ear,’ was followed by a battalion of boye 
hardly fit to rob an orchard. Roully, the 
only body of infantry at tho review whiab 
woa at all ontitled to be deamed true and 
trained soldiera was a baltslion of the 
Royal Marines. Tho many changes in 
system, which have 80 adversely affacted 
the Army generally, have spared the 
Marives. Yet, for seme occult reason, the 
‘nuthoritiea bava given thom mo better 
weapon than the Martini-Henry, whilo 
the boys oro atmad with the magazine 
rifle. It may ba urged thet our Army 
with the colours is only a skeleton 
force, to ba promptly expauded when oo- 
casion arises by the Reserves. But, of 
course, England can send no army abroad, 
whether to defend India ugainet internal 
aggression, to vindicate the neutrality of 
Belgium, or take o small part in a 
Boropean war, without calling out the 
Reserves. They might or might not come, 
however ; even if they did, they would be 
drafted off at onéa into tho expeditionary 
forea, and the country would have lost its 
first line of defence at home. So youthful 
is the general domeanoar of tho British 
soldier at Aldershot, thet at this last raview 
tho battalion of cadets from Sandhurst 
looked more like ronl men than their fall- 
grown comrades.

Monday, July 9, 


THE 'SELEIRK' CASE. 

Edeon Crowe, convicted by the spacial 
jury on Friday laat, waa brought up to re- 
ceive sentence for the manslaughter of 
John Kennedy, seaman, on the Nova 
Scotian ship Selkirk at sea on Match 13 
last, 


Tho clerk of the Court (Mr I. A. Haze- 
land) said—Tdsen Crowe, you have been 
found guilty of the crime of manslanghter ; 
have you apything to say why tho sentence 
of the Court should not ba passed upon 
you aceordingly } 

Prisoner had nothing to say. 

His Lordehip eaid—You hava been faund 
gnilly by the jury of tolling John Ken- 
ney, and of the correctneas uf that verdiet 
noone who has listuncd to the evidence 
could have any doubt. Tuchnically and 
strictly speaking, and according to ult the 
precedents in tha caso, the atfence of which 
you have been fonnd guilty amounted in 
jaw to murder, bul the jarymen have 
taken s mereiful view of the case, a view 
which Tam not at all inclined to question. 
Thave also to remark that you are net 
solely to blaine forthe death of that man, 
He ‘had bean brutally assnutted by the 
Captain, ao agsault, however, in whioh you 
had taken some part; and although 
your aot of seizing the belaying pin ond 
threatening him was not the sole cause of 
death, yet it was the immadinte ovuse. | 
' The captain had act you 4 bad example in 
assaulting thae,man, and I doubt whether 
if it had not been for thia-assault he would 
have jumped overboard; but thero is no 
‘ doubt that he had been much shaken by it, 
and when he saw you approaching him 
with this belaying pin ho jumped over- 
board. It wes an udlawfel act on your 
part to seize that belaying pin and so 
threaten him, an act which-vothing that 
Kennedy bad said or done could in an 
way justify, Ido not suppose you intend. 
ed ot that timo to kill him, or perhaps 
even todo him any serious injury ; bat 4 
man must be taken to intend the conse 
quences of his own act, and if you had hit 
that mam with the belaying pin it is 
probable that in the weak state in 
which he then was pou would have 
killed him; and the Jaw would have 
teken it that you bad intended to do no, 
and you would have been guilty of murder. 
There was not the slightest exctiac or justi- 
fication for all that took place on board that 
ship on the 13th of March. The felony of 
which you have been found guilty is one 
whiob is punishable by imprisoument for life 
-—that is what may bo the penalty. I have 
given the recommendation of the jury full’ 
consi@eration, but I am bound to consider 
that you have been the cause of the death of 
one of your fellow-creatures ; and the words 
which you used whan that mon wont over- 
board ‘show that at the time you felt little o 
no ramorse for what you had done. Tho 
sentence of the Court is that you be impri- 
soned for two yeara with hard labour; 
according to the prison regulations you 
may by good conduct earn the remission of 
part of the sentence. - The sentence will be 
concurrent with the one which is now 
tunniug, to date from to-day. 

Mr Francis (counsel ‘for the prisoner)-—~ 
That is, from the dateon which tho preacut 
Sessions commenced, not from to-day, 

Bis Lordship agreed.- ”

THE OUTBREAK IN -PAHANG. 
MR BE, A. WISE KILL! FT, 
TALDON ‘WOUNDED. 

About 10 am. on July 1 the Bingapore 
Government wera in receipt. of & telegram 
from Kuala Lipis, dated Kuala Tembeling, 
and. signed by Qul, Walker, giving dotaila 
of the attaak on the rebel ‘postion at Jerant 
Ampui, about two hours up the Tembeling 
from the Kuala. : : 

Tho substance of the Government tele+ 
gram ia contaibed in the following comma 
nication forwarded to the Singapore Free 
Press by the Colonial Seorgtary :—~ 

-4fhe Government is injreseipt of informa: 
tion to the effset that the attack on: the 
rebel posts-at Jeram Ampai on the Tom-. 
beling river took place at 21 am, on the 
morning of Friday, the ‘29th June, The 
tight attack advanced under: hot fire for s 

aarter of an hour, with the reanlt that the 
three kubys on the Jett bank of the river 
were onrried, The losa among tho rebel 
forces was eleven (1k).killed, although -some 
more may have been drowned or killed while 
erossing tho river, All their boats, atores 

4,500 younds of ammunition, and asyeral 
rifies Were captured. The loss ou our side 
was four Sikhs, two from the Selangor and 
two from the Perak detachment, It ia muoy 
to be deplored that Mx, Wise was killed, 
and his loss will be muoh felt, Among tha 
wounded was Capt, Talbot, of the Perak 
Sikhs, Ho was ehot in the groin, hut his 


Monsieur C. Kloiméaaw, the very popular 
Socretary of tho Russian Legation, and 
Count Gallins, the Secretary of the Italian 
Legation, left Peking for Europe via 
Siberia on the 18th ingt., the former to 
taka up tho post of Consul at Triesto and 
the latter going on leave of absence. 
Thoas gentlemen will both be much misaed 
in Puking for their social and other quali- 
ties and we hope to sce them both back 
again at no very dists7! date. Mr Bruce 
Hart accompanies them on their somowbat 
arduous joursey. 

It is rumoured that the Japancte, having 
ocenpjed Seoul, preserved their communi- 
cation with Chemalpo, and ascured them- 
aelves HY erecting fortifications on all tho 
hills commanding the different approaches, 
proceeded to lay torpedocs in Chemulpo 
harbour. Thia atep, however, haa not 
commended iteclf to tho British Admiral 
who has politely pointed out to the Japan- 
eso authorities that auch a slep is against 
intornational law, and that oonacquently he 
must request that the torpedoes be re- 
moved, and that in the meantime they 
should resteaia their ardour a little, 

Tt is stated that the Yamén 
have approached the British, Minister with 
the view of obtaining his help to.extricate 
them from the difficult position in which 
they find themsvives in Cores. Tf this is 
ao, we trust that Mr O'Gonor may be able 
to give the requited assistance in the inter- 
ests of civilization aud humanity. A war 
in ores between Ohina and- Japan could 
| not possibly benefit any nation, and the 
poor Coreans’ escond atate would ba.-worse 
than the first. Trade, which all over the 
world ia at low obb, would‘only be fur- 
ther demoralized, god it is certainly the 
duty of all the Groat Powers to do their 
utmost te prevent war or robellion out here 
inthe East, the consequences of which no 
one could possibly foresee. _ 

His Excellency Count Gédeini,, Russian 
Minister at Peking, who recently arrived 
jn Tientain on his way to Enrope, has de- 
ferred his departure for the present, pro- 
bably owing to the unsettled state of affairs 
in Corea. Mc Wacber, Consul General in 
Corsa, is-at presen: in charge of Russian 
interests in Peking. 

A dinnerwas given at the Admiralty, 
Yienisin, by His Excellency the Viceroy Li 
Hangchang, on Saturday Isat, to Count 
Cassini. Ne Detring propused in French 
the health of the Russian Minister, and in 
the courao of hia speech said that Russia 
and China were walking together hand in 
hand at the head of progress. The two 
countrica had common frontiera along a 
great extont of their territory aod bad 
never had, sincd tho timo of Genoral 
Wlangali, Minister of H.M, the Emperor 
of Russia in 1859 60, to the present day, 
any difficultica which had uot been quick- 
ly adjaated. " By his eminently conciliatory 
attitade and. by hia loyal manner of treat- 
ine affairs, M. Cassini had gained the good 
will of tho Chincas authorities. The 
Chinese Government would seo him return 
with plongure aa soon as his leave had 
expired.
